RUM RUNNER 
TRADE HARD 
HIT INNORTH 


Another Vessel Facing 


Remain for Holiday Trips 


(EXCLUSIVE DISTATCH) 

VICTORIA C.) Nov. 26.— 
The rum runner Kuyakuzmt, for- 
merly known as the Sadacona, was 
seized here by custome officials for 
having allegedly forged entry and 
clearance papers from a foreign 
port. The vessel was later reléased 
when her owners paid an $800 fine 
pending a decision from Ottawa, 
which may mean the confiscation 
of the lfiquor carrier. 

The Kuyakumszt arrived off 
liamehead early yesterday morning 
with every lump of e¢oal gone from 
her bunkers. She had to be towed 
to port by the tug Barrard Chief. 

The vessel had not sighted the 
Norgewian whisky boat Lillehorn 
off California’s rum row, and ap- 
prehension is felt here for the ves- 
sel's eafety. as she was to have 
come here to change registry and 
enter the coastwise liquor-carrving 
business. The Belgian steamer 
Gertrude, which arrived here short 
of fuel recently after a nine 
months’ voyagé from Antwerp, 
passed up the canal at the same 
time as the Liliehorn. The Ger» 
 trude is being overhauled here and, 
is said, will be commissioned to 
the liquer trade out of Victoria. 

More than 150,000 cases of liq- 
vr are ewaiting transshipment 
from Victrioa, ostensibly to Mexi- 
can ports. Unfortunately, three of 
the rum runners have been seized 
by the United States Coast Guar‘ 
and two by the local customs offi- 
elals, so that there now remain 
only the Principio and Malapat to 
run the Christmas supplies of liq- 
nor south unless the Stadacona is 
officially released.

It is prepared to enter tnto 
peace conversations whenever the 
Riff leader openly and officially re- 
quests it. The only  esseritial 
French demands are that Abd-el- 
Krim recognize the spiritual au- 
thority of “Sultan Mulay Yussef 
and openly ask for conversation on 
that basie, 

' “The attitude of France in this 
respect has changed very tittle 
since last July. when the French 
and Spanish delegates drew up an 
outline of peace terms and invited 
Abd-el-Krim to receive them, Abd- 
el-Krim never did receive those 
| terms, but his story and the French 
_ story do not agree as to why he 
failed té reéeive them. He says 
that the military commandér of the 
Spanish fortress at Alhucemas re- 
quested an interview, in which he 
abked Abd-el-Krim if he was 
“ready to receive the French and 
Spanish peace delegates.” Abd-el- 
Krim answered by saying that such 
a requert seemed extraordinarily 
vague, and unless the delegates 
came prepared to recognize the in- 
Gependence of the Riff, conversa- 
tion was useless. The Spanish 
commander then. departed, tnd 
Abd-el-Krim never saw or heard 
of peace terms again until he read 
them—or some approximate ver- 
sion of them—in the newspapers. 
1}The French s@y that he was well 
acquainted with thetr terms all 
the time and leit the French and 
Spanish peace <dalegates cooling 
their heels in Melilla for a month 
while various intriguers, represent- 
ed as unofficial emissaries, attempt- 
ed to get the Franco-Spanish terms 
modified. 


Whichever story i« correct, the 
results are the same—that § is, 
France and Spain now consider it 
beneath their dignity to send dele- 
gates to Abd-el-Krim a second 
time. He must first send a delegate 
to them with official credentials and 
powor to demand peace and ask for 
conversation. Since it is clearly 
realized that Abd-el-Krim possesses 
only two or thiee ministers suffi- 
ciently European in character to 
conduct such conversations, the 
French and Spanish are willing aft- 
erward to send their delegates into 
the Riff to negotiate direct with 


Confiscation; , Two Ships. Abe-ot-Krtm or Sidi Mohammed or 


The important result of the 
failure to negotiate so far has 
been this decision not to renew 
any offers to the Riff unless asked 
for by Abd-el-Krim. It may seem 
to neutrals a trivial matter which 
side asks for peaca conversations, 
but In Morocco, where an impres- 
sionable Islamic population follows 
every event with unflagging inter- 
est, it is undoubtedly a serious 
business. France and Spain would 
lose prestige if they asked again 
for a discussion, and if Abd-el- 
Krim asked for it, his request 
could be made a potent weap6n 
of propaganda against him in his 
own Arab tribes. 

If this original difficulty can be 
surmounted, France is prepared to 
make a peace based on the Fran- 
fco-Spanish memorandum. The 
chief points of this memorandum 
are as follows: 

, the constitution of an au- 
tonomous Riff state, owing spiritu- 
al allegiance to the Shereefian Sui- 
tan of Morocco, 

Second,’ definite restriction to be 
placed on the size of the Riff 
army and its amount of arms and 
ammunition, but no imposition of 
French and Spanish officers, as 
was incorrectly stated in the Euro- 
pean newspapers. 


—a point on which all parties now 
geem nearly eed. 

Fourth, definition of the com- 
mercfal liberty of the RIff. 

The original memorandum  in- 
cluded eight points, on which Abéd- 
el-Krim was invited to anter a dis- 
cussion. It was not then declared 
and it is not now intended by the 
French government that these 
eight points must be taken as un- 
changeable. They are intended 
merely as a basis for diecussion, 
and, in fact, their details never 
have been worked out even by the 
French and Spanish governments. 

Unfortupately, Abd-el-Krim hase 
been given the impression by the 
French newspapers that these 
terme are rigorous set demands, to 
which France and Spain wish him 
to accede. 

The most important paragraph 
in the Franco-Spanish memoran- 
dum is that referring to a. defini- 
tion of the exact political status of 
the Riff state. Here both the 
French and Spanish always employ 
the word “autonomy,” while Abd- 
el-Krim employs the word “in- 
dependence.” But in reality they 
mean practically the same thing.

Output is Greater Than Last 
Year, Says Authority 


‘Consumption Here Larger 


The milling industry in Southern 
California is In more favorable 
position than in any other section 
of the country, due to the fact that 
the milling capacity in thie terri- 
tory is not sufficient to supply the 
flour demand, according to a state- 
ment made yesterday by a promi- 
nent aythority of the milling in- 
dustry of Los Angeles. 

The volume of businese handled 
by the mills tn this territory dur- 
ing the past two months has been 
greater than during the same pe- 
riod of last year, but profits heave 
not been as large.

PERILED BY BACK FLOW 
OF SALT WATER

'MAKBLAND, Nov. 25.—Plans for | 
the organization of a delta trriga- 
tlon district by landholders of the ' 
islands in. the Lower San Joaquin ' 
and Sacramento rivers, as outlined | 
at a mass meeting in Stockton yes- | 
terday, were seen as a step to block | 
the Mokelumne River project of 
the East Bay municipal utility dis- 
trict by_officials here. , 
The “delta country” shown on | 
older school maps as a veritable 
has, in more recent 
years, become rich farming mee | 
chiefly rough reclamation  ef- 
orts. any of the islands are | 
the rivers, and at present irriga- 
tion is accomplished by use of 
syphons through the levees or the 
dykes that surround these islands. 
With storage, power or irrigation 
dams being bullt and planned in 
every major tributary of the two 
great rivers, the island farmers 
fear that infiltration of salt water 
from Suisun Bay will render the 
river waters unfit for use. 

Without a water source definite- 
ly determined upon, the Hast Bay 
district has begun construction of 
a three-mifle tunnel through the 
Berkeley hills, and intends to com- 
plete the first unit, composed of 
the tunnel and steel flumes, to 
the San Joaquin River, to be met 
there by an aqueduct from the 
Mokelumne, if they are successful 
in acquiring those rights. 

Falling on the Mokelumne, the 
bay district plans to utilize waters 
from the Sacramento or San Joa- 
quin rivers.
